I may remark, however, that this is even more the offspring of ne- 
eessity than either of my other works; for though a general knowledge of 
English literature could have been gleaned from a number of books that 
were in use before my first work appeared, yet I know of none, now access- 
ible as school books, which would give the youthful student any adequate 
idea of the Greek and Roman writers. It is, therefore, in my view, a work 
very much needed; for as far as my observation goes, the scholars who leave 
our English High and Normal Schools, and our best private Seminaries, 
come out not only very ignorant of the character, works, and style of the 
classic authors, but often even of their very names. The classical scholar 
will, of course, see at a glance that I have not attempted to give all the 
Greek and Roman writers, but those only who are by common consent con- 
sidered the best.” 


T. O. H. P. Burnnam has reprinted * The Semi-Attached Couple,” by the 
author of ‘‘The Semi-Detached House.” We extract the Preface; “ This 
story was partly written nearly thirty years ago, before railroads were estab- 
lished, and travelling carriages-and-four superseded ; before postage-stamps 
had extinguished the privilege of franking, and before the Reform Bill had 
limited the duration of the — at borough-elections to a single day.

At the same time, the general educa- 
tional requirement is, not for minute, detailed instruction (since comparativel 
few students have either the time or inclination to render themselves experts), 
but rather for the communication of such general, comprehensive views of the 
principles of Geology as shall prove most practically useful to those who pro- 
pose to engage in other than scientific pursuits. With this view, the author, 
in the present work, has endeavored to avoid that elaborate discussion of 
facts and theories, and that excessive use of technical terms which render 
some learaed text-books so repulsively dry and wearisome to beginners ; but, 
on the contrary, without sacrificing scientific exactness and completeness, has 
aimed to interest, as the most efficient way to instruct.”
